Recently, while restoring my SX-28, I dropped my Radio Shack 40 watt 
soldering pencil, breaking the element housing. Desperate to keep 
working, I rummanged around, and found my 45 year old Weller model 
WS-100 iron which I had bought when I was in high school. I hadn't used 
it since probably 1960. It had a lot of crud on it, but, undaunted, I 
cleaned it up, put a new ac plug on it and it worked perfectly. So I 
tried it and guess what, I liked it better than the RS iron! When doing 
restoration work, the interval between soldering jobs is actually quite 
long in comparison to straight new construction, so I don't mind the 
10-20 second wait to let the iron get hot. And the Weller iron isn't 
getting all cruddy while I am filddling around planning my next move in 
the restoration. The 100 watt rating lets you get on the joint, melt 
and solder fast, and get off, reducing the heat flow through the leads. 
Probably all of you already know that this is a good way to go, but in 
case there is one more like me, who hasn't gotten the word, still doing 
things the hard way, I just wanted to pass on my experience. I will be 
using my Weller from now on out, its a real boatanchor!

I have always used solid number 12 copper wire for the tip on my old weller 
sodering iron....these work just fine... tin well and be bent to any shape 
or length that suits you and cost about a penny or less. Just take apart 
some old romex house wire and strip off the insulation. I usedthis for 20 
years..and professionally too mind you! 


For soldering to a chasis though the brader area and beveled surface of the 
factory tip is much better. You can still buy the tips at a good hard ware 
store...our ACE hardware carries several types. 


PS If anyone has this model Weller two"speed" iron to sell.. the one where 
there are hexagonal nuts that screw into the ends of the tubing ( eg the 
secondary of the xfmr) 

I want one.. an old lady who ws blind as a bat ran over mine with her 
truck.. Likewise I'd had had mine since the mid 1960"s

>and although they have a 2P6T rotary switch, it does not look like it will 
>handle the voltage. (The switch has 500+ volts on it from the plate meter 
>shunt). Does anyone have, or can recommend a source for a sturdy 2P6T rotary 
>(non-shorting) switch? 

> 

Electroswitch Corporation makes several types of 2P6T rotary switches. 
Probably the most cost effective model would be the PA-1005. It is a 2 pole 
with up to 11 positions. Make and break voltage and current ratings are: 1.5 
amp@28VDC and 0.23 amp @115VAC. Current carrying capacity 9 amps. 
Dielectric strength 1500 VAC between current carrying parts and ground. 
These switches are not cheap. Canadian catalog price 5 years ago was $22.43. 
Electroswitch components should be available through most electronics supply 
houses. They make a wide range of rotary switches, unfortunately most new BA 
parts are getting very expensive. 

Switches with higher current and voltage ratings are available but the 
prices take a quantum leap and some will probably cost as much as you paid 
for that Ranger. There are other manufacturers of rotary switches but their 
prices are quite a bit higher.

Anchorites, 


Last night from approx. 0100Z through 0300Z, a test was conducted similar 
to the recent HAARP activities performed by higher authorities. The results 
are very promising. 


It appears that when several hundred watts are consistently applied to a 
single frequency from multiple geographic locations, a void manifests in 
the QRM layer for lengthy periods of time. Frequency tested was 7060Kc. 


Details: W5TVW(Sandy) in New Orleans and W7ZFB(John) in NM, applied QRO 

to the southeast-northwest path and cleared all QRM, both digital and SSB. 
The clear path extended to Denver to include WAS5OES(Art), and I tapped 
into it from Dallas, where a mere 100W was 599 each direction. Equipment 
failures, TVI complaints, power outages and fatigue finally ended the test 
after 2 hours of exclusive, unmolested use of the frequency. Once the QRO 
was removed from the zone under test, the QRM returned almost instantly. 


Further tests will be conducted nightly. It would be very informative if 


we could test this effect to additional geographic areas.

Jim, N6SVS, <jcreid@ccgate.hac.com> asked about "shooting over" wrinkle 
paint with another color. This is probably the best approach since the 
original wrinkle finish paints are no longer available. What few modern 
versions that are left, are mainly available in black (like the 
motorcycle shops sell). These new paints are usually based on vinyl 
polymer chemistry rather than the old tung oil/gas checking process of 
the WWII days. 


[By the way, as much as we anchorites admire wrinkle finish paints, they 
were originally developed to be an "acceptable" but far less than 
"exceptional" paint. These finishes were produced to cover an item in 
one coat without showing streaks over a less than perfect piece of 
metal. They were NOT for decoration, although the finish was resistant 
to fingerprints and did not show dirt as much as a smooth finish. Today 
we call it beautiful; then they called it cheap! That was why black and 
various shades of gray or green were all that were commonly available. 
Hammertone paint was used for a similar reason. ] 


If you plan to place a color coat over the black wrinkle of today, I 
have several suggestions. The first is to let the wrinkle finish cure 
properly before putting any additional paint on top. This means a week 
or two of air curing. Do not rush it. Baking will speed the process 
slightly but still allow a week. 


The second is to use a lacquer as the top coat. This is generally thin 
to start with, but several very light coats are still better than one 
thick one. Krylon makes some fine acrylic lacquers that work well. 

Just remember that a lacquer is generally much softer and easier to 
scratch than a paint that polymerizes and cures (true enamels). This is 
both good and bad. If the original wrinkle undercoat is a well bonded 
enamel and properly cured, you can often remove the lacquer with a 
solvent without hurting the enamel underneath. This is part of the 
reason for waiting a week or two between the painting of the wrinkle and 
the top-coating of lacquer.
